Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  sixth  Annual  Report 
on  the  health  of  the  Borough  and  the  work  of  the  Public  Health 
Department  during  the  year  1944 e 

The  restrictions,  on  grounds  of  national  security,  previously 
imposed  on  the  publication  of  populations  and  other  statistics  in 
the  Annual  Report  have  been  withdrawn  and  it  is  now  possible  to  give 
in  full  the  Vital  Statistics  for  the  whole  of  the  war  years. 

It  is  gratifying  to  note  that  the  general  health  of  the 
community  has  been  well  maintained  in  spite  of  over  5 years  of  total 
war. 


The  birth  rate  for  the  year  shows  a marked  increase  of  5.18 
per  1,000  population  over  that  of  the  previous  year,  and  the  death 
rate  a further  decrease  of  2.67  per  1,000  population  on  that  of  1943, 
which  was  itself  a very  low  figure. 

The  Registrar  General's  estimate  of  the  Borough’s  population 
at  mid  1944  is  2,355,  an  increase  of  125  over  that  at  mid  1943  and  13 
less  than  at  mid  1938. 

During  the  year,  the  Borough  has  been  remarkably  free  from 
infectious  diseases,  no  cases  of  Diphtheria  or  Enteric  Fever  being 
notified  and  only  one  of  Scarlet  Fever* 

The  Diphtheria  immunisation  campaign  has  been  sustained  during 
the  year  and  the  high  percentage  of  children  protected  has  been 
maintained. 

The  post  war  problems  of  the  Borough,  particularly  housing  are 
being  tackled  with  energy  and  it  is  hoped  that  the  most  successful 
termination  of  the  war  in  Europe  will  enable  an  early  recommencement 
of  building  work  in  the  Borough. 

In  conclusion,  I wish  to  tender  my  thanks  to  the  members  of 
the  Council  for  their  continued  support  and  to  Mr,  Gates  for  his  loyal 
co-operation  and  assistance.

SANITARY  CIRCTJiBTANCES  OF  THE  AE t£A 
Supply 

ThG  Borough  continues  to  bo  supplied  with  water  by  The  Duko  of 
Norfolk  from  a bore  and  well  situate  on  his  Estate  near  Swanbourne 
Lake;  the  bore  is  approximate].:’  VO  Coot  do  op,  the  depth  of  the  well 
being  20  foot „ water  is  pumped  to  three  reservoirs  by  moans  of  heavy 
oil  engines  and  w:  th  turbines  workod  by  wator  from  Swanbourne  Lake  as 
auxiliaries . 

The  wator  gravitates  from  the  storage  reservoirs  by  means  of 
cast  iron  mains  to  all  parts  of  the.  ^oroughj  with  service  mains  also 
supplying  portion/?  ox'  the  villages  of  Burnham,  Poling,  Lyminstor, 
Tortington  end  Warnirgeamp  which  are  situate  outside  the  Borough 
bound eiy  % 

Ivory  nou.se  in  the  Borough  receives  a piped  supply  of  water 
from  the  undertaking, ' and  the  wator  has  boon  sufficient  to  meet  all 
needs  during  the  year  s 

No  now  sources  of  water  supply  were  developed  during  the  year, 
and  no  extension  of  service  mains  was  carried  out. 

The  source  of  the  Borough's  water  supply  was  the  subject  of 
enquiry  during  the  latter  part  of  tho  year  by  an  Engineering  Inspector 
of  the  Ministry  of  Health  who  personally  visited  tho  Borough  and  was 
subsequently  provided  with  information  regarding  the  Undertaking,  The 
enquiry  and  inspection  arose  out  of  proposals  to  form  a County  Advisory 
Committoe  on  water  supplies  in  accordance  with  the  suggestions  contained 
in  the  Government's  Command  Paper  entitled,  "A  National  Water  Policy" c 

As  in  the  previous  year,  specimens  of  raw  and  chlorinated  water 
were  submitted  for  bacteriological  examination  at  monthly  intervals,  a 
total  of  26  samples  being  oxamined  during  tho  year.  13  boing  raw  water, 
and  13  chlorinated,,  Of  tho  13  samples  of  untreated  wator,  four  were 
reported  upon  as  being  of  satisfactory  bacterial  purity,  3 wore  of  a 
suspicious  nature,  whilst  tho  remaining  6 specimens  showed  marked 
dogrecs  of  bacterial  contamination  probably  from  soil  or  vegetable 
pollution.  The  13  specimens  of  chlorinated  water  from  consumer’s  taps 
were  all  found  to  be  of  satisfactory  bacterial  purity. 

At  the  request  of  tho  Regional  Engineering  Inspector,  samples  of 
water  from  both  tho  bore  and  well  were  submitted  to  the  County  Analyst 
for  chomical  analysis,  whoso  report  upon  the  spocimon  from  the  boro  was 
eminently  satisfactory.  The  Analyst  reported  the  pro sene o of  a fair 
amount  of  matter  in  suspension  in  tho  sample  submitted  to  him  from  the 
well,  and  recommended  that  stops  bo  taken  for  tho  elimination  of  such 
matter.  Advice  was  sought  for  tho  purpose  of  giving  offset  to  the 
County  Analyst’s  recommendation,  and  measures  to  'that  end’ have  received 
tho  attention ‘of  tho  Council. 


During  the  yea:.’  frequent  chlorinotric  tests  using  ortho-tolidine 
as  tho  re-agent  have  boon  made  with  tho  W,  and  T,  Hellige  comparator  in 
order  to  test  the  efficiency  of  tho  chlorination  plant,  when  the  amount 
of  residual  chlorine  has  always  boon  found  to  be  not  less  than  0.2  parts 
per  million,  Tho  efficiency  of  chlorination  is  further  confirmed  by  tho 
samples  of  water  obt  A nod  from  consumers’  taps,  all  of  which  showed 
coliform  organisms  to  bo  absent  in  100  c.c,.

No  extensions  to  severs  or  alterations  in  the  method  or  treatment 
and  disposal  of  sewage  have  boon  made  during  the  year.

In  addition,  various  items  of  salvage  have  boon  collected  to 
further  the  War  effort,  twenty -four  Salvage  Stewards  having  assisted 
with  the  work  of  collection.

Meetings  of  this  Committee 
were  hold  at  Arundel  and  Li ttlohampt on  during  the  year,  A Publicity 
Campaign  was  inaugurated,  posters  being  exhibited  and  leaflets  dis- 
tributed. A course  of  instruction  for  Rodent  Operators  was  hold  at 
Brighton  and  was  attended  by  the  Borough  Operator, 

Hollowing  a survey  of  the  Borough  during  tho  year,  no  serious 
major  infestations  of  vermin  were  found,  and  isolated  cases  of  the 
presence  of  vermin  wore  suitably  dealt  with.  Poison  baits  were

Section  IV 


HOUSING 

Although  owing  to  shortage  of  labour  and  materials  it  has  not 
been  possible  to  carry  out  much  work  either  by  way  of  new  building  or 
improvement  of  existing  buildings,  considerable  -attention,  both 
nationally  and  locally  has  been  given  to  the  problem  of  post-war 
housing  needs.  During  the  year  several  important  reports  have  been 
issued  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  and  other  bodies.  In  particular, 
one  should  refer  to  tho  Dudley  Sub -Committee’ s Report  on  ’’The  Design 
of  Dwellings” , and  the  ’’Housing  Manual,  1944” , These  two  publications 
which  are  both  published  by  His  Majesty’s  Stationery  Office,  price  l/- 
and  2/~  respectively,  set  out  the  Ministry  of  Hoalth’s  recommendations 
regarding  post-war  housing,  and  should  be  studied  by  all  concerned 
with  this  important  subject. 

Amongst  the  various,  recommendations  contained  in  these  booklets 
a strong  caso  is  made  for  improvements  in  tho  following  directions  : - 

( a ) Better  heat i ng , arrangement  s . 

(b)  Constant  hot  water, 

(c)  Better  cooking  facilities* 

(d)  Bettor  kitolioix  fittings, 

(0)  Better  arrangements  for  washing  and.  drying  clothes, 

(f)  More  efficient  plumbing  and  sanitary  fittings. 

(g)  More  room  for  storage, 

(h)  More  connections  for  light  and  power. 

(1)  Bettor  day lighting. 

Locally,  consideration  has  been  given  to  the  new  building 
programme  to  be  commenced  as  soon  as  possiblo  after  the  cessation  of 
hostilities  with  Germany,  and  proposals  have  been  made  for  the 
erection  of  6 houses  on  a site  known  as  Canada  Gardens  during  the 
first  post-war  year,  followed  by  a further  30  on  this  site. 

Although  there  is  no  outstanding  programme  of  slum  clearance 
in  the  Borough,  many  of  tho  houses -are  of  considerable  age  and  often 
lack  the  amenities  found  in  modern  working  class  dwellings.  Improve- 
ment and  rc-construction  of  such  houses  should  be  carried  out  when 
this  can  be  done  at  a reasonable  cost,  and  demolition  and  replacement 
by  now  houses  considered  in  other  cases. 

As  a further  step  towards  a future  improvement  scheme,  throe 
houses  in  King  Street  have  boon  acquirod  by  tho  Council  adjacent  to 
three  others  purchased  some  little  time  ago, 

A numbor  of  houses  have  boon  provisionally  scheduled  By  the 
Housing  Committee  for  inspection  with  a view  to  furthxr  action  as 
soon  as  possible.  Of  those,  somo  39  have  be.cn  surveyed  by  tho 
Sanitary  Inspector,  and  preliminary  notice's  as  to  tho  Council’s 
probable  future  requirements'  have  been  served  upon  the  ownors  who  have 
intimated  their  willingness  to  meet  these  requirements  as  soon  as 
conditions  permit.

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Diphtheria  Immunisation 


The  immunisation  of  children  of  school  and  pre-school  age  was 
continued  during  the  year  when  regular*  sessions  for  this  purpose  were 
hold  at  tho  Minor  Ailment  Clinic*  During  the  year  56  children  under 
5 yoars  of  age,  and  9 children  aged  5 years  and  ovor  hut  under  15 
years  received  a complete  courso  of  protective  inoculations. 

At  the  end  of  tho  year  it  was  estimated  that  91>$  of  children 
of  pro-school  age  and  90fb  of  children  aged  ovor  5 yoars  but  under  15 
years  had  recoivcd  a complete  courso  of  immunisation.  Thoso  percen- 
tages are  slightly  above  thoso  at  tho  end  of  the  previous  year  and 
considerably  higher  than  thoso  for  the  County  as  a wholo.  The 
efforts  of  tho  District  Nurse  in  persuading  parents  to  havo  their 
childron  protected  havo  boon  largely  instrumental  in  the  achievement 
of  the  present  very  satisfactory  position. 

Scarlet  Fever, 


Only  one  case  of  this  diseaso  occurred  during  tho  year  in  a 
child  aged  13  yoars  who  probably  became  infcctod  at  school  in 
Chichester  whore  a number  of  other  cases  had  previously  occurrod. 
The  patient  was  satisfactorily  isolated  at  home  and  made  a good 
recovery. 


Measles 


Nine  cases  of  this  disease  were  notified  during  the  year  as 
compared  with  39  in  1943,  seven  of  tho  cases  occurring  in  the  first 
quarter  of  the  year.  In  addition  to  the  notified  cases,  a further 
three  children  were  reported  by 'the  Head  Teachers  of  the  Schools  to 
be  absent  on  account  of  Measles, 

Tho  disease  was  generally  mild  in  character,  although  the 
admission  to  Hospital  of  one  child  was  necessary  on  account  of  un- 
satisfactory parental  care  and  homo  conditions;  the  patient  made  a 
good  recovery. 

Whooping  Cough 

A considerable  increaso  in  the  incidence  of  Whooping  Cough 
occurrod  during  the  year  when  56  casos  were  notified  as  compared  with 
seven  in  the  previous  year.  A further  three  casos  wore  brought  to  tho 
notico  of  tho  Hoalth  Department  by  parents,  whilst  the  Hoad  Teacher  of 
the  Church  of  England  School  reported  throo  children  to  be  absent  on 
account  of  Whooping  Cough.  The  epidemic  comnoncod  in  January  when  two 
casos  were  notified  and  continued  until  July,  the  months  with  tho 
greatest  number  of  cases  being  March  with  16,  Juno  with  11  and  Eobruary 
and  April  each  with  9 casos.  Approximately  10p  of  tho  notified  casos 
occurred  in  infants  under  one  yoar  of  ago. 

It  was  not  necessary  to  admit  any  of  the  notified  casos  to 
Hospital,  and  as  in  the  previous  year,  no  deaths  wore  registered  as 
due  to  Whooping  Cough, 

Acute  Primary  and  Acute  Influenzal 
Pneumonia 

During  tho  year  two  cases  of  Acuto  Primary  Pnoumonia  were 
notified  as  compared  with  one  in  1943,  One  patient  was  admitted  to  tho 
Arundel  Cottage  Hospital.  No  deaths  from  any  form  of  Pnoumonia  were 
recorded  during  tho  year. 


Malaria 


Ono  caso  of  this  condition  was  notified  in  a non-civilian  on 
leave  at  his  home  in  the  Borough;  the  patient’s  condition  was  no 
doubt  a relapse,  the  man  having  contracted  Malaria  whilst  on  active 
service  ovor so as.
